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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): This Examiner would withdraw the claim objection regarding 
claim 7 failing to further limit previous claim. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: This Examiner recaps his positions relative to 
that of the previous Examiner for Applicants' convenience: he agrees with the claim interpretation of the product by process claims; he 
disagrees and would withdraw the claim objection; he would maintain the prior art rejections. At the outset, Applicants are reminded that 
the patentability of a product is based upon the product itself as claimed, and not upon its method of production. If the product of a 
product-by-process claim is the same or obvious from a product of the prior art, it is unpatentable even though the processes of making 
may be different. It is the burden of Applicant to establish an unobvious difference between the claimed porduct and that of the prior art, 
MPEP 2113. Applicants have failed to do so, and further this Examiner would note that dependnat claim 7 appears to be a method 
limitation since it is unclear the product would be any different from that of the prior art products. As to reading limitations into the 
specifcation, although claims are read in light of the specification, this is different from reading limitations into a claim having no express 
basis in the claim in order to narrow the scope of that claim, In re Parter 162 USPQ 541 . The prior art sets forth a structural framework of 
a material comprising SiC (e.g. Hanzawa, col. 5,64-col. 6,12 which requires a molded framework which is subequently infiltrated with 
Si).Applicants arguments directed to specific method steps do not impart patentability, and this Examiner finds no structure or apparent 
outcome in the claims as presented to impart patentability, as required under MPEP 21 13. Accordingly, the rejection of active claims 1 ,6,7 
are maintained.. 
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
